It 
is, indeed, a piece of master work- 
manship. Every lino and dot, with 
all the varying sliades of green, black 
ami red, are reproduced with a skill 
that appears little short of marvelous. 
It bears that familiar signature, seem- 
ingly genuine, of John C Now." 

"That bill," he said, "was doubt- 
less in circulation for years, defying 
the scrutiny of bank tellers and cash- 
iers. It Wits sent to the treasury two 
or three years ago for redemption, 
and there it was detected. AVhoever 
made that was a smart folltiiv and 
deserves a credit mark. There are 
severtvl simihvv bills in oirculation, 
all, so fiir as wo have discovered, ^30 
greonb.acks, and made in precisely 
the same way.

He appears to bo making a 
business ot it, as our experts Tiavo con- 
cluded that they aro all the work of 
tho same hand. Wo have tried to 
trace them up, but have hover been 
able to got tho slightest clew. In mv 
opinion he earns all he get out of it. 
I presume the treasury people aro 
ashiimed of it, but it is a ftict tho firs^ 
one of those counterfeits that came 
in was passed as gonuino and actually 
redeemed in gold. It was afterward 
discovered to bo counterfeit and since 
that lime the others I mentioned have 
made their appearance and boon de- 
tected. 1 say again, that's a .smart 
chiU) ; I wish we could catch him."

A Famoo!) Gambler Dies in Poverty. 

I'iinile Dupressoir, who in his time 
enjoyed a wido tho' questionable celeb- 
rity, died a few days iigo at Baden 
Baden. Ho was tho succossor of the 
famous M. Benzot as lessor of the 
gambling tables, converted the Ocr- 
inan watering place into a miniature 
Baris, and conducted everything in so 
magnificent a style tis to gain for him- 
self tho brevet rank of "King of Ba- 
den Baden." In 1871 Dupressoir made 
an offer to tho French government to 
ptiy the whole of the war indemnity 
demanded by Cermany if he might be 
allowed to b'uild on the site of the 
ministry of fiuiince, which was destroy- 
ed during the commune, a vast alham- 
bra iind gambling house. In 1873, 
his term being at end, he was yoii^>el- 
led to discontinue his enterp'ris'e at 
Bivden Baden. Ho then iittemjjled tj 
obtain concesaions for starting gam- 
bling houses at Fontarabia, on the 
Spanish frontier, and in the littlo 
republic of Andorrc, but failed in both 
att.ompt8. Ilis next speculation was 
the estiiblishmont of tho Cercio In- 
tornivtiouiil at Paris, which, however. 
Wits not successful. 

Ho embarked in various other luck- 
less ventures that engulfed the whole 
of his vast fortunes. He died .almost 
in poverty, the only possession loft to 
his family being "the Baden Court 
hotel, which h.ad boon set>tlod on his 
wife. Nothing succeeded with him. 
He was even compelled by ill hoidth 
to give up the management of the 
Ctvsino of Monaco, which some time 
iigo was intrusted to him. Cainb 
liiut taken such entire possession vi 
mind tlmt he seems not to have boon 
able to think of any other means 
whereby money could be obt^iined or 
a livelihootl gained. — T^ndor, ''"

Following is an o.bHtract of a cnni- 
miinicalion upon the ox[)(!(lioiic.y of ilio 
projiosod "now departuro" in tho 
form of Bcliools for tlio .education of 
deaf-mutcH, Josepii C Gordon, M. A., 
Professor of Mathematics and Ciiomis- 
try in tho National I.)<!af Mute College, 
Wasliington, D. C, read last Monday 
before the American AsHociatiou for 
the Advancement of Science. 

Tho paper notes tlie claim that " tho 
most practical, usoftil, and ('c.oiioinical 
form of school to bo OHtablisheil (for 
deaf niuto ehildrdii) would bo to form 
clasHOH for them in ))ublic sehools," 
and presenlB euiiualntivo oviediico 
against the expeiUenciy of tho so-called 
"now dejiarturo" by a dispassionate 
recital of the history of the iittoinptH to 
odticato doaf-iniitcrt in public schools 
in WebtoiM and Central Kuropi; from 
the year 1815 to tho proHonl, liiiio. It 
shows tliat porsisteiit efforts, varying 
so greatly in detail as to cover almost 
every conceivable phase of this ques- 
tion, and employing all |,iij known 
resourcoH of tiio art, as sot forth by 
tho advocates of various motliods, 
systems, and doviees of instrnction, 
Imd boon made upon a liirgci s»iile by 
able and enthiiHiastic men, and tiiat 
the power of great (Tlov(!rniiient.« liad 
lioon exerted to (iiuilify teacliers and 
equip hiiIiooIh, but those plans wore 
not f<)un<l to bu elTiciuiit, Hullieieiil, or 
economical. 

Amona the autimrs and pruiuotivs 
of plans of education of tho deaf in 
conn<'ction more or less intimate witii 
the common schools, wlioso views were 
cited, were Stopliani, 1815; Alio, 1820; 
Daniel, 1825; Dr. GrnHor, 182y-':^4 
and 18-1.'!; Czocll, 18:18; VVicli, 1812; 
Schwarlziniiior, 1850; MiiuHiiy at Ber- 
lin, 1828; Sacgert, 1851, Morilz Hill, 
1858; Walther, 1882; Do Guraiido, 
1827; Bobian, 1H27: Kecoing, 1823: 
Pironx, 1830, Valado Cabal, 1851rT)1; 
Dr. Ulauehet, 183(5 ; Minister of the 
Interior, Paris, 1H58; Grossolin, 1870;

Tun report of the cholera eiiidemic in 
Italy lor the twenty-four hours eiiiling 
Tuesday, gives a total of ',\M fresh cases 
and '21'.J <leal,lis, including 171 cases and IIIH 
deaths in Naples and 1)5 casi-s and .1.') deaths 
ill (leiievB. Owing to the decrease in tlie 
mortality from cholera in Naples, the Asso- 
ciation of the White Cross has disi'onliniied 
Its work there. Two deaths fioni eliiil(>ra 
liave occurred In Venice. In Krance, fimr 
deaths from cholera have occurred near 
l''oix, ill the Department of Ariege. There 
were ten deaths from cholera In Alarseilles. 
Many other deaths have occurred at various 
^lolnts ill the southern part of Kniiire, but 
In no jilacc liave tlii'y been so iiiimeroiis as 
to be remarkable, 'i'he deaths in the south- 
I'm provluces Inclnde that of the Vicar 
Oiuieral of Nliiies, in the I)e)iartment of 
(hird. Ill Toulon, four cholera |)atieiils are 
still under treatinent at the lion Kencontrit 
Hospital, and one at St. Maiidrier, where 
there has liiien oiH' death to day. Since the 
outbreak of cliolma llii-re have been over 
10,I)(X) cases and (1,000 .h'alhs. 

AnvicKR from Uatlleford report that a 
serious accident has occurred on the Cana 
diari I'acillc Itailwiiy, at the aecoiid crossing 
of Kicking Morse Pass. An engine, spe- 
cial ly lilted for work ou steep grades in the 
mcnintains, was taking down two car loads 
of material. The gniile is one of llio steep. 
est ill America, being ^ItH feet in the mile. 
The I'ngine got, beyond control and rushed 
down the grade at a spi'ed of thirty miles 
ail hour. As the place was known to he 
dangi'roua, one spur of track had been bulli 
so uial In case of an accident, such as this 
the trniii might run ii]ion it instead of upon 
the bridge below, whicli is in course of con 
structlon. At lliet'iid of the spur is a big 
rock, on which the engine ran and was 
shivered into a tliousaml pieces. On the 
train were about seventy men going out to 
the front, anil as the train rushed down the 
incline they thought to save tlieniselvea by 
jumping. I'nfortiiiiately lliey alighted on 
roiigli ground ami rocks and nearly every 
oni' ri'celved more or less injury in the way 
of broken arms, legs and rilis and severe 
bruises. One of the sulTerers, a Swede, was 
so Injured that his leg bad In be amputated, 
and he has since died. Out of the whole 
numlicr wIIo were on the Iriiiii only live nr 
six, \vlio did not attempt to iitni|i. esiaped 
frmn Injury.

ark. Not long since, we wrote to the 
Prcsi'lent of tho Society, if it would 
rjct be convenient to change tho day 
of meeting from Thursday to Satur- 
day, so as to give those deaf mnt,e 
rMidents of New .Jersey, who liv<; at 
a distance an opportunity to join the 
A««fx;iation, as on Thursday they 
coold not be able to bo present giv 



Hands are divided into three dilTer- 
cnt kinds — those with round pointed 
fingers, tiiose with square tip.s and 
those that are H]Kkde-8ha|)ed, with jiods 
of fle.sh on each side of llio nail. The 
first type with round pointed fingers, 
belong to characters with iiercoplioiis 
extra sensitive, to very ])ioufl people, 
to oorntcmpiativc minds, to tlie impul- 
sive; and to all poets and artists who 
have ideality n^ a prominent trait. 
Tho square shaped belong to scientific 
people, Kcusible, seif-coiitained cliarac- 
ter, and to the ])rof<!S8ional men who 
are neither visionary nor altogether 
sordid. The spade-shaped f/ypc with 
jxkIs of flesh at each side of tho nail, 
indicates jieople whose interests are 
mostly material. Kach finger, no mat- 
ter what kind of a hand it is joined 
to, has a joint representing each of 
of those types. The division of tlic 
finger.x, that is iieurest the palm stands 
for the body, the middle division re- 
Iircseiits minds, and the highest joint 
spirit or soul. If tho top joint is 
longer than the others, it denotes a 
character weakened by a U)o abundant 
imagination, great ideality, and a 
leaning toward tho rhetorical rather 
than the ])iiw;tical. When the middle 
joint of the finger is long, it promises 
a logical mind, and when the lowest 
joint is longest, it indicates n, nature 
that clings more to the luxuries than 
the refinements of life. If they are 
nearly alike, if indicates a wcll-bal- 
anccfl mind, especially if the length of 
the fingers equals the length of the 
palm. 

The Ariibians never boat their 
horses, they never cut their tails; 
they treat them gently ; tlicy speak 
to i\w.n\ and seem to hold a dis- 
course ; they use them as friends ; 
they never attempt to increase their 
Hfwcd by the whip, or spur them, 
hut in tlic case of great necessity. 
They never tie them to a stake m 
the fields, but suffer them to pasture 
at large round their habitations ; 
and they come running tho moment 
that they ' hear tho sound of tlieir 
master's voice. In consequenco of 
such treatment thesfs animaln become 
docile and tractuhle in the highest 
degree. 'J'hey resort at night to 
their fonts, and lie down in the midst 
of tho children, without^ over hurting 
them in tho slightest manner. The 
little boys and giHs are often seen up- 
on the body or neck of the mare, 
while the beast continues inofTensive 
and haimlesR, jicrmitting them to 
nlay with and caress them without 
injury.

Their route whs north 
along tho track, us they lived at (Jroeri 
Ridge, and when they wert* between 
the .Jermyn Now IJraker and tho 
j)acking house of Stowei-a h Co., tho 
freight monster overtook them. (Jain'f* 
companions, who wore a couple of 
rods ahead of him, honrd the thunder 
and shrill whistle of the rapid ap- 
proaching train and stepjied aside to 
jet it pass. Ono of tliein, remember- 
ing that Cain was. a deaf, turned to 
warn him of tho danger, but to his 
dismay ho saw Cain cast, with nion 
stroiis velocity, slong ihe rails jimt to 
bo run over by tho merciless wIicoIh, 
and fearfully insTigJiul. His right leg 
was cut off »b Umi hip, and tho fo<it, 
was sovored fuwn the limb. His right 
arm was r.riislliit'd into a Hlmpelesw 
mass, and be rweived ;iwful scalp 
wounds, causing instantaneous death. 
The soles of hix heavy boots wore 
torn from their socks like grip work, 
making a fearful spectacle. His (iom 
panioiiH, who were fearfully s<\'irod, 
stood in awo, as the whole work of 
tho train was like lightning which iin- 
Strang lh(! nerves, and it was some- 
time before they recollected them- 
selves. By the assistance of the 
freight hands, the scattered limbs were 
collecte<l up in a hoaj), and undertaker 
Ha/.lett was dispatched for, who, with 
sorrow, mingled with Hynii)athy, con- 
veyed, the r<!raains to the eHtablishniont 
on Space Stroet, nn<l prejmi'erl tlx-m for 
burial. Coroner Dean investigated 
tho case, and decided that there was 
no (ISO for holding an iiupiost, as the 
young man's <leath was evidently tin 
unfavorable accident. Coin wastwon 
ty-nine years of age, morried, huh had 
no children. He leaves his wife to 
mourn her loss. His funeral, con 
ducted at his laf/<! resirlenco on the 
22d lilt., was well attended. None of 
the <leaf-mutes of this neighborhood 
were in attendance, as they were ig 
norant of his exislence in their midst. 
Tho procession, which wns wholly coni- 
pos<'d of carriages, made- headway in 
mournful attire towards tJio Catholic 
Cemetery in Hyde Park, where tho re 
mains were laid in thoir last resting 
place upon this earth. It will be 
worth a life time to presorvi! this cal- 
amity, in th<! memory "f every deaf 
mute in tho land, which wo bono will 
serve us a warning to tho existence 
of railroads and thoir fatal effects. 
The Scranton iind Wilkes liarro 
papers gave full jiai ticuhirs of Cain's 
sad fat^', and they pour out sympothy 
for his bereav<-d wife.
